PARIS.  Jnas  7.— The  Allied  repar- 
ations commission,  by  a  S  to  1  veto, 
overriding  france'a  nssaUva  baUot. 
gave  thii  bankers'  commlttss  today 
full  authority  to  propose  an  Intama- 
tlonal  laaa  for  Oamany  on  any 
basis  ths  eewmUtso  thtnka  daalrablo. 
Tho  bankara.  howavi^,  Mioatod  their 
diapoaltlon-  not  to  taka  any  action 
that  wanM  ba  in  oppaaltlan  to  tho 
Kraneh  Offvanunant's  wlahaa.

"General"  Riley 
and  hla  "hikers"  broke  up  s  maun 
mcsting  called  hy  ths  vatsran  organi- 
sations of  the  city  tonight  in  Qaesn's 
Park  for  tha  purpoao  of  formvlatlag 
a  raaehKlon  roapaatlaff  adaqaata  eoas- 
prnaatlen  for  aoidlara  for  pras>nta- 
tion  to  tho  partlansaatary  rs  satab- 
llshmont  eommittaa. 

About  S,SOO  persons,  incluilag  ths 
hlkera,  were  packed  around  ths  band 
etand  In  the  park  aa  one  offlclal  afteR 
another  nttemptpd  to  set  thp  meeting 
lilider  way 

H.  Howe,  editor  of  The  Tin  Hat 
Review,  alfemptPd  tf>  addrea*  the 
crowd  after  frultleaa  efforta  hy  Com- 
rade Shlelda,  l.-itr  of  the  l»  S  C  K.. 
and  when  a  veteran  climbed  over  the 
aide  of  the  atand  and  t>egan  to  wave 
the  Tnlon  Jack,  Hows  tried  to  pull 
him  back.

There 
should  be  rigid  safeguards  against 
any  new  disappoinHaentt,  whether 

fhrv  relate  to  Government  or  private 
vcntuics  lu  proruuic  settlement.  Some 
excellent  advioa  fas  ^  matter  of  em- 
igration was  recently  contained  in 
The  London  Field,  which  said: 

In  our  experience  we  have  found 
that  responsible  authorities  every- 
where, to  far  from  wanting  to  entice 
settlers  to  the  Dominiont  nndcr  false 
pretences,  are  anziottt'  to  keep  them 
away.  It  is  not  in  the  interest  of  the 
Dominion*,  any  more  than  it  is  in  the 
inlrictt  d  sfttlcrs  iliat  men  slxnild 
(fo  <>\ cruras  and  luse  their  money, 
eithrr  hfc.in^e  thry  have  not  the 
ability  to  make  good  or  brrau»e  thr> 
arc  victimized  at  the  start  .  At  the 
same  time  it  can  scarcely  be  expected 
of  the  representatives  of  any  country 
that  they  will  always  be  dwelling  on 
its  pitfalls  for  the  nnwary  and  its 
shocks  for  the  unsuitable.  In  short, 
the  only  safe  rule  for  settlers  is  to 
out  to  the  ^  /uiitr-,  of  their  choice 
and  K'ln  local  exprrience  of  it<  con- 
ditions Hi  a'l  5easoii5  ot  thr  \r.ir  be- 
fore inventing  their  capital;  and  even 
then,  if  they  decide  i..  take  tip  land, 
they  ahonld  proceed  with  the  greatest 
cantios  and  fortify  themselves  with 
expert  diid  disinterested  advice. 

MUNICIPAL  yiMAMCBB 

The  greatest  of  all  problems  from 
the  standpoint  of  public  interest 
which  a  Council  of  Western  Can- 
adlaa  Mnnicipal  Un!ona  can  discuss 

is  that  of  municipal  taxation  It  is 
the  incubus  of  this  taxation,  as  it  now 
maintains,  which  is  doing  more  than 
anything  else  to  retard  municipal  de- 
velopment. The  experience  of  seorcst 
of    manicipalitlea   in  the  Canadian 

Writ  showi  that  the  people  cannot 
afiord  the  rate  of  taxation  which  is 
levied  on  land.  The  majority  of  the 

largrr  iiiunicipalitir s  are  costinR  too 
much  to  administer  and  the  trend  is 
to  discover  new  sonrcea  of  taxation  to 
solve  the  difficulties  that  have  arisen 
Within  reaaon,  new  aonrces  of  taxa- 
tion arc  wanted  so  as  to  dittribnte 
the  burden  of  civic  taxation  more 
equitably,  but  any  new  soiircct  that 
are  fonnd  shoald  be  used  as  a  medinm 
for  relieving  the  burden  of  taxation 
on  land.  The  additions  which  have 
been  made  to  municipal  revenues  in 
this  Province  have  not  been  applied 
directly  in  a  single  Instance  to  the  re- 
lief of  the  landowner. 

In  the  eonrae  of  the  aanttal  meetfaig 
of  the  Council  of  Western  Canadian 
Municipal  Unions  now  in  progress 
here  there  thonid  be  a  fnll  discnssion 

of  land  taxation  We  do  not  know 
that  it  is  going  to  be  dealt  with  in 
any  of  its  aspects,  bnt  any  municipal 
gathering  it  recreant  to  its  duty  if  it 
evades  the  outsunding  problem  with 
which  mnnicipal  representatlvet  have 
to  cope.  The  question  of  school  costs 
in  relation  to  municipal  finances 
should  also  b%  discussed.  The  in- 
creasing burden  of  education  in  the 
West  is  a  matter  of  snprente  Import- 
ance and  one  which  heart  as  heavily 
in  the  Prairiet  aa  In  Britiah  Colum- 
bia. The  proportion  of  municipal 
revenue  which  the  people  can  afford 
to  davota  to  education  should  be  de- 
cided on  the  basis  of  the  experience 
of  the  past  and  the  needs  of  the 
fntnre,  and  in  relation  to  the  ability 

to  collect  taxes.    The  fin»'irial  'nirs 

tloo  in  all  Its  bearings  is  easily  the 
mm  ia^nrtant  that  any  municipal 

gatharing  can  discus*  Tt  i*  call  nt{ 
imperatively  for  some  permanent  so- 
hition  and  the  hope  maf  be  Mpreaeed 

that  iliere  vi,ill  he  ^onir  enlightenment 
on  this  subject  emanating  from  the 
Municipal  UniMir  CMKCfl  aow  in 
acssioiL
